Rodgers had been engaged in w ashing I 
earlier in the day. 
A brood sow and a litter of seven i 
pigs,

m orning, 
were consumed with the large bank i 
barn. 
Mr. Rodgers carries $1,500 in­ 
surance. 
A fter com pleting her w ashing Mrs. 
Rodgers thought 
she 
had 
entirely 
Stamped out the fire 
underneath the 
kettle and went to the house to pre­ 
pare and eat her dinner. 
Later in 
the afternoon when she walked to the 
yard, she discovered the wood shed 
to be ablaze. 
She fought hard to 
stam p out the fire, a n i nearly accom - * 
p lished it. when a strong wind ap­ 
peared, fanning the flames anil chas­ 
ing her aw ay. 
She hurried to the 
house and telephoned to neighbors for 
assistance. 
W ith their aid som e of the house­ 
hold effects from the drat story cf the 
dw elling was saved. 
The residence 
was a tw o-story fram e house, situ ­ 
ated 20 feet east of the wood shed. 
The wind next carried the sparks to 
the main barn, a structure, 36 by 46 
feet in dim ensions, erected w ily three 
year* ago, and situated IOO feet east 
of the house. 
In order the w ag in 
shed, 20 by 36 feet in dim ensions; the 
chrcken’ house, IO by 12 feet; the hog 
stable, a new building, IM by 20 feet, 
and the corn barn were destroyed. 
Consumed with the buildings was 
all the farm m achinery, about three 
tons of hay, six tons of straw , 300 
bushels of com . 
The live stock was 
saved by neighbors who cam e to Mrs. 
Rodger's rescue. 
A cream ery build­ 
ing on the farm was about the only 
thing saved. 
The fire fighters were 
able to accom plish little, being driven 
aw ay by the intense heat. 
The fire 
was fanned by a strong west wind. 
Sparks were carried as far as a half 
mile, igniting fields and fences. 
For a while it looked as though 
the barn on the W esley A uchey farm , 
200 yards aw ay, would be destroyed. 
Sparks set fire to the hog stable on 
one occasion, but neighbors were able 
to extinguish it. 
A t the tim e of the fire Mrs. Rodgers 
ami a child were alone, Mr. Rodgers 
being engaged in d raggin g logs at his 
fath er’s saw m ill. in the hills. 
Mr. 
Rodgers did not get home until the 
fire had devastated his place.

“After an 11-day offensive, during 
which the Germans

ne may gather a fairly accurate es- 
imate of their losses. 
“ In the first place, it has been pos­ 
sible to identify nearly IOO of then 
divisions since the 
beginning of the 
offensive, more than IO of which were 
twice engaged.
